KENTUCKY TO SPEND $141,568 
TO AID BETTER FARMING 

Montgomery Gets Her Part. 

"How're you going to keep 'em 
down on the fnrmT" is a problem 
the public schools, under influence 
of the Smith i- Hughes act of Con- 
gress, are sitting about to solve 
by teaching agriculture as a ptmo< 
ticnl science, no less interesting 
than profitable. At the same time, 
home economics and industrial 
trades arc being taught in the same 
way and teachers are being trained 
for vocational work. Kentucky will 
receive $70,770.31 from the Federnl 
government for this enterprise this 
year. 

High schools already are teach- 
ing mathematics devoted to farm 
accounting, and the Federal income 
tax has brought fanner for the first 
time to | realization that their farms 
represent invested capital. 

Many experts who assisted farm- 
ers in making up their income tax 
returns, are of the opinion that 
thrifty agriculturists actually will 
profit by it; because it has made 
think in exact terms about their 
business and keep account of in 
come and expenditures as applied 
to the details of farm management. 

It is their belief that not one 
fanner in a thousand previously 
had attempted to calculate the net 
profits on his investment. 

The farmer, at last, is face to 
face with a cost sheet, considera- 
tion of bettennents, soil betterments, 
soil building, conversion of raw ma- 
terial of plant life into the finished 
product of fattened stock nnd util- 
ization of waste.. The schools are 
going to show his sons what a 
peculiarly interesting combination of 
applied chemistry and industrial or- 
ganization agriculture is, and if 
economic conditions compel, as 
many expect the division of the land 
into small farms, intensive, scientific 
cultivation, probably specialization, 
only will be profitable. Here the 
school steps in with its scientific 
knowledge to save the day. 

Probably another dozen high 
schools will be added during the 
present year to the list participating 
in the Federal fund.

rent year $141,558.62 as a start in 
teaching scientific agriculture, trades 
and home economics. 

Under the plan adopted for 
tucky the Federal contribution 
entirely for salaries; not over 20 
per cent of the fund must be spent 
on home economics and one-half of 
this must be used in part time class- 
es for the benefit of persons who 
cannot attend daily sessions; from 
20 to 60 per cent of the fund goes 
for teacher training in these 
branches of education, and the ex- 
penditures of supervision in trade 
training is limited to 25 per cent 
of the allotment for that purpose. 

The fund increases each year 
and in a short time, if the schools 
meet the requirements, these practi- 
cal features of a modern education 
will play an important part in the 
curriculum of the advanced schools 
in Pentucky. 

The fund is administered by a 
board composed of State Superin- 
tendent V. 0.

That school teachers are under- 
paid is an old story, grown tiresome 
from repetition. Bat her* are some 

up-to-date facts, submitted by the 
National Assertion, which five 
the subject new freshness and in- 
terest. Teaching salaries have real- 
ly been rising — they have risen, In 
the three years from 1915 to 191S, 
from an average, stipend of $543 to 
ft, 10. Let no tax -payer, however, 
plume himself unduly on this fact. 
| The advance only meets about one- 
' seventh of the current advance in 
living expense*, leaving the teacher 
' far worse off than before. 

The most striking thing in the re- 
port is a comparison of the teach- 
er'- pay with that of other occupa- 
tion*. The poorest-paid railroad 
worker, the section hand, gets twice 
as much as the average teacher. 
Skilled railroad men get five and six 
time- a- him. h. M.>-t |i,.<l carriers 
get 50 to 100 per . cent more than 
teachers. Bakers, carpenters, and 
glaziers get twice as much. Black- 
smiths, machinists, lathers ami wire- 
men get two and one-hnlf times as 
much. Plumbers, br'* kiayers and 
■troetnra) iron workers get three 
times as much. 

The ordinary shipyard worker is 
paid 11,411 a year, to the teacher's 
9630. And surely her work is no 
less important and difficult than his 
— she is shnping the material that 
«a to the making of that, supreme 
product, the ship of state. 

And yef, in every community in 
the land, there are still taxpayers 
who kick whenever anyone sugests 
raising the teacher's pay. — Ex. 

Certainly there is no incentive for 
the training of men and women to 
the high and responsible calling of 
pedagogy. Let it be remembered 
that it is the school teachers more 
than all others that mold the char- 
acters and lay the basal structure 
for men and women that are worth 
while. They should have increased 
pay, not the promise, but an imme- 
diate enactment that would encour- 
age higher and more extended edu- 
cation.

PRESIDENT INVESTIGATING 

HIGH COST OF LIVING 

First steps in the Federal Gov- 
ernment's attempt to reduce the 
high cost of living were taken last 
week with the inauguration of a 
plnn for the sale of .$125.nn<i.on0 
worth of nrmy food stocks direct to 
the people with every postmaster 
and mail carrier over the country 
icting as salesman. 

Distribution of the surplus food 
in this manner was requested by the 
House of Representatives mid de- 
tails were worked out at conference 
between Secretary Baker, Postmas- 
ter General Burleson and Represen- 
tative Kelly, of Pennsylvania, author 
of the House Resolution. 

While this programme was Netng 
put into effect, President Wilson had 
before him a statement from tne 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers 'which declared that "con- 
scienceless profiteering by the great 
interests who have secured control 
of all the necessities of life" had 
brought about such conditions that 
the engineers felt they must demand 
increased wages unless iiving ex- 
penses speedily were reduced. 

At the Department of Justice, in- 
vestigations into causes of increas- 
ed living costs were under way with 
particular attention being given to 
the question of whether producers 
or dealers had combined in violation 
of law to raise prices of necessities. 

Meantime there was pending in 
the House a resolution proposing 
that the Federal Trade Commission 
investigate rising costs of coffee, 
sugar, shoes and clothing. 

War Department officials were 
preparing a price list covering the 
entire available surplus army food. 

The list will be sent to each of the 
■54,000 postmasters throughout the 
•oimtry as well as to all rural mail 
Barriers who will inform consumers 
>t' the prices and methods of sale 
and also take orders. Payment 
must he made at the time the order 
is taken for which a receipt will be 
given in order that the purchase may 
be re imbursed in event the order 
cannot be tilled through exhaustion 
of the supply or for any other rea- 
son. The army food, which will be 
available at much lower prices than 
those prevailing in the retail trade, 
Consists chietlv of canned vegeta- 
bles, corned beef, bacon, hashed 
corned Icef, roast beef and fresh 
frozen meats and poultry. 

The brotherhoods whose members 
are remunerated for labors with in- 
■rensed pay, may have cause for 
■omplaint and this we do not doubt, 
mil admitting this, may we ask, how 
much greater have the great masses, 
those who live on meager incomes, 
either from small investments or 
from manual labor rendered, by the 
old and also the indisposed depen- 
dents, have cause to compluint
